tion at Stockholm. Tho Lett repre
sentatives said the German troops
were not remaining to maintain order
as the armistice terms permitted, but
were leaving the country at the mercy
of the Bolsheviki.

Ifflv Xo Atmr or Police.

Send Another Appeal Toi
America Alone; Consid- -

ered As Propaganda.
Washington. D. C, Dec. SO. In spite

addressed to all the governments as-

sociated with the United States in the
war. The persistent appeals are re-
garded here is a part of propaganda
by which the authorities at Berlin
hope to escape some of the results of
the defeat.
